Visualizes Price 
Trends; Compares 
1926, 27 and ’28

Phoenix, April 10.—With last 
year’s new passenger car regis- 
trations totals set forth in Auto- 
motive Daily News as long ago 
as March 9, the purpose of this 
analysis is to reveal more com- 
prehénsively what really happened 
last year to the retail trade. 

The registrations for 1928, 1927 
and 1926. as they appeared in The 
Automotive Daily News, were 3,- 
134,272, 2,601,964 and 3,134,107, re 
spectively, giving 1928 a margin of 
165 over the former year 1926. The 
totals, ratios and percentage gails 
and losses set forth in the accom- 
panying tables are, of course, based 
on these figures. Incidentally, new 
passenger car sales in 1928 showed 
an increase of 20.4 per cent. over 
1927. 

Facts and figures are so fully set 
forth in the accompanying tables, 
in which the sixteen makes chosen 
to visualize the price trends ac- 
counted for about 83 per cent. of the 
total in both years, are so compre- 
hensive that they speak for them- 
selves and so need little comment. 

I was surprised to see that though 
Chevrolet and Ford sales in the ag- 
gregate showed in 1928 a percentage 
gain of 20.9 per cent. over those of 
1917 (1,249,100—1,032,968) , their 
ratio to the total was practically 
the same in both years, 398 per 
cent. in 1928, and 39.6 per cent. in 
1927. 

Last year’s trend toward lower 
prices it was once more demon- 
strated by the low and medium low 
price groups in the aggregate ac- 
counting for 66.8 per cent. of the 
total in 1928 as against 61.9 per cent. 
in 1927. 

It will be noted that in 1928 Chev- 
rolet and Ford ratios to the low 
priced group total both dropped 
from those of 1927. One cannot get |

Dramatizing Windows 


© & Co., recently engaged in the services of Norman 
Bel-Geddes. famous as a designer of theatrical scenery and 
presentations, to design settings for its 5th Avenue windows. 

At first glance there might seem to be a vast gulf be- 
tween arranging settings for the stage and for shop win- 
dows, but Mr. Geddes did not see it that way. He uses 
exactly the same fundamentals in handling windows that he} 
does in handling living actors. 

When the theatrical designer examined the shop win-| 
dows he found that the lighting apparatus was designed to} 
flood the whole apperture with an even light. Backgrounds | 
and the merchandise on view received exactly the same light. 

Mr. Bel-Geddes at once changed this. He treated the | 
merchandise as the actor or actors in a scene. He used spot-| 
lights to pick out his inanimate “actors,” allowed the back- 
grounds to catch their light indirectly, so that they became} 
what they should have been, atmosphere contributing to} 
concentrating the viewer’s interest on the merchandise. 

The merchant who does not make his windows work for | 
him is simply throwing away part of his assets. Almost 
anything is better than a blank window, but the full con- 
tribution of the windows to the business, not realized | 
unless the displays are dramatized to catch and hold the | 
interest o fthe viewer on the merchandise that is to be sold. 
Over-elaborate backgrounds defeat their object; they draw| 
th attention of the viewer to themselves instead of getting | 
it on the goods displayed. 

Not every merchant can pay for the skill of a Bel- 
Geddes, but the fundamentals which this designer calls 
into play can be applied in dressing windows of any class, 
particularly automotive.
